| ſever me from the Gallows, I hope you 
have Aﬀets leftin your Hands, to reward 
him well for his Diligence, But alas, all 
prov'd in vain, for the ſtupid Rabble, 
(though all my Friends) did fo worry 
about' my poor Carcaſs, to preſerve it 
ſrom the Surgeons, that they almoſt dif. 
jointed me; the painful Conſequences 
whereof, do I feel to this very Hour.

No ſooner was the Operation over, 
and they had tipt me Juſtice , but I 
found my ſelf in Company with a 
Change- Alley Broker, a Flarlot of the 
Hundreds, who had popt off in a Sali- 
vation, two Pariſh Overſeers, a Barriſter 
at Law, and a Brigade of Half pa Offi- 
cers of ſeveral Nations ; the laſt ſwears 
ing and ranting,” as though they had 
been at Hazard at How—lis, or LA 
ham's: So that I thought my ſelf to be 
well off; and had gotten into better 
Company than I expected.

Lang—y, Auſt —n, 
with the whole Pofſe of Newgate were 
in purſuit of me, and begun to fumble 
in my} Pocket for Piſtols, but found my 
{lf diſappointed; ; and beſmear'd my 
Hand with the Blood as Wat——2z, had 
med in my Pocket in the Preſs ard, 
When he fi/ed me of the Pen-knife : But 
this Fear was preſently over, the Com- 
pany behind us. appearing to be a only 
a Gang of Monmauthsſtreet Saleſmen and 
Taylors, who had like our ſelves, but 
juſt, ſtript off the Garments of Morta- 
lity. | : 
New and ſtrange Objects, appear d 
every Moment to my View, and 1 
found that I had nothing of a real Sub- 
ſtance left, but was reduced to what I 

1 beheld 
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beheld the reſt, which did not a little 
grieve me, to think how I had left the 
dear Hundreds of Drury, and my more 
dear Friends and Acquaintance, as Beſs 
Meggot, Frisky- Moll, &c. for I abſolutely 
concluded, I was in no Capacity of re- 
turning to viſit them any more. | 
I perceived innumerable Forms or ra- 
ther Phantoms, which were carried a- 
way with every puff of Wind; which 
made me conjecture they were not real 
Subſtances, but Aerial Wanderers, who 
had uſurp'd humane Shapes, or that 
the imperfect Light made them appear 
ſuch. Through innumerable Troops of 
them Methought we paſs'd, till we 
came into a large Road, which at laſt 
divided it ſelf into a thoufand Wind-

Place was nothing but Noiſe and Up- 
roar, ſome crying out what an 972 
Animal I lookt like, others wondering that 
ſuch a dimunitive Wretch, ſhould be capa- 
ble of cauſing ſuch Diſturbances in the up- 
per and lower Regions, Go. 
When they had landed me on the 
other Side of. the Lake, I was received 
by a ſtrong Detachment of Lacifer's 
Life-Guards, commanded by bloody Ki-

I was immediately hurried into the 


Lodge, where old Cerberus began about 


my Ears, and worried me in as bad a 
Manner, as P——y did, when I was 
laſt brought back to Newgate , and in 
leſs than the twinkling of an Eye, I was 
ſurrounded with a Crowd of Cat- 
Throats, Daeliiſts, Homicides, and Aſſaſ= 
ſines, that I could ſcarce get leave to 
fetch my Breath for them. | 

They were ſcarce withdrawn, than 
ſeveral Thouſands of Bailiffs, Sollicitors, 
Talley. men, and Afidavit-mesy, were in 
upon me: Numbers of them declaring, 
that they knew me well, and had ſeen 
my Face an Hundred and an Hundred 
Times over, within and about the Bills 
of . Mortaltiy. 

A Legion of Limners and Scalptors, 
had environ'd me in an Inſtant, all 
of them fell to nibbling at my Phyz, 
with their Pencils, which made me 
incline to believe, I had gotten back into

The News of my Arrival being dif- 
patch'd by an Expreſs to Prince Belze- 
bab, at one of his Country Seats, there 
ſoon came Orders for ſecuring me; and 
aſſigning me Quarters in the Centre 
of his Dominions, to prevent all At- 
tempts of eſcaping; and a Day was ap- 
pointed for my ſolemn Examination be- 
tore his Sooty Majeſtp. a 

I was conducted thither in the grea- 
teſt State, being guarded by three hun- 
dred Puny D-,, with Prongs and 
Pitch-forks upon their Shoulders; fol- 
lowed by a numberleſs Throng of High- 
way-men, Honuſe-Breakers, Goal.

fer'd { and his Intereſt being very pre: 
valent, I got off of the Manacles. | 
Compliments of Congratulation ar- 
riv'd - hourly from all Quarters ; and 
there came a Deputation from the 
Murderers, deſiring to know at what 
time, I would pleaſe to be waited on 
by their Fraternity in a full Body. I 
pleaded, That the Fatigue of my Fs 
ney had render'd me incapable of 
receiving their Civilities at preſent ; 
and excus'd my ſelf in that manner, 
as being more willing to give the Pre- 
ferance to thoſe of my own Profeſſion, 
the Houſe⸗bꝛeakers; and accordingly, 
Jack Hall, Stephen Bunch, Joe Hatfield, 
Peter Cartis, cam multis aliis, did at- 
tend me in their Formalities; and I 
receiv'd them with particular Tokens 
of Kindneſs and Eſteem. 5 
Next entr*d the Highway men, led up 
by the Golden- Farmer, Butler, Nodes, 
Holloway, Carick, Dace, Levee, Oabh, 
Cc. their Train I thought was endleſs; 
theſe. I; receiv'd in the like reſpe&ful 
Manger. 3 
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The Troito2s were the next in Turn 
to Audience; I ſend Word out, that 
the Moderns only would be accepta- 
ble ; wherefore came tripping in little 

atk Matth—s the Printer, and Jemm. 
Sh—p—ra the Coach-Painter, follow'd by 
Juſ— H—l, P—ſ—z P-, and 
Counſellor Lay—r 3 and many others, 
whoſe Faces I did not well remem- 
ber. 

Ihe Murderets were by this time 
grown void of all Patience, and ſo out- 
ragious, that they refolv'd to be 
kept out no longer; and preſently who 
ſhould 'rowl in upon me, but Bar—7, 
Winch- ft, Fitæg d, Capt. 


St.- , Matt. Brinſ—; together 


with ſuch vaſt Numbers of Mac's and 
O's,, that it was expected their thruſting 
and crowding, would have broke down 
all the Fences of my Apartments; 
whereupon, a luſty fat Indian D—11, 
ſet up ſuch a Yell, for Peace and Order, 
that. I thought verily he would have 
rent the Subterranean Regions aſunder ; 
and a Council was immediately call'd 
for preſerving the Publick Peace. It 
was debated to give over the Show; 
but ſome being of Opinion, That 2 
on . an 
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both juſt and neceſſary, that the Cu- 
rioſity of all Orders and Degrees of the 
D—n'd ſhould be ſatisfied, they pro- 
ceeded ; and the Pyrates inſiſted that

Skin, Gent. and John Woodburn, La- 
bourer, complaining of the manifeſt In. 
juſtice done to the Petitioners, in their 
not being admitted along with the Mur- 
derers. They were calld in and heard 
Viva Voce. When Coun.— 1 .,, 
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addreſſing himſelf to Mr. C—ke ſaid, 
© Brother Barriſter, I am aſham'd to 
find you underſtand. the Laws and 
Cuſtoms of this. Place no better, you 
Gentlemen who have done your Bu- 
« ſineſs ſo ſhamefully by Halves, to 
« ſtand fo pertinaciouſly upon a Privi- 
© leges, which is not your due: And TI 
* hambly apprehend, That all the D—1ls 
in H-, cannot ſhew me a Prece- 
* dent, where. any Favour was ſhewn 
to ſuch notorious Banglers, as you 
© have demonſtrated your ſelyes, and 
© I humbly beg Leave to offer my poor 
© Opinion and Advice in the Matter, 
« which is, that ſome Puniſhment may 
© be inflicted, on Perſons who are 15 
© arrogant in their Demands; and fo 
failing in the Purpoſes, by which they 

« ſhould have merited them, 
This Speech had great Weight, and 
they. were all three order'd into Cu- 
ſtody. ; and the Aſſembly adjourn'd for 
two Hours, to conſider of a_ Puniſh» 
ment adequate to their Demerits. A 
very heavy Sentence was impos'd on 
Bluestin, as being the moſt heinous. 
Offender, viz. he was order'd to be 
| kept 100 Stories deep in the Ground, 
among 
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among Belzebub's Candle-makers, till he 
had perfected the three Things follow- 
ing, viz. 1. Waſh: Julian, the little Black- 
more Boy White, 2. Made 4 Militia Caps 
tain fight a Duel. 3, Preuail'd on Jona- 
than W—I1d to ſay his Prayers. Blues 
skin with Tears, earneſtly. beſought a. 
Remiſſion of the laſt Article, as being 
the ſevereſt Part of his Sentence. 

Ar—del C. — ke, Eſq; had Judg- 
ment as follows, viz. That he ſhould ſtand 
engaged in a large Recognizance to our 
Liege Lord Laciſer, That for the Space 
of twelve Calendar Months, a Wh—re 
ſhould not be condutted into O2ay's-Jnn,, 
nor the Temple, That, not 4 Tuttle of 
Treaſon ſhould be Chatter'd at Ch— ds 
Coffee-Youſe or the Ct T— ke for 
a Fortnight, Mr. C—ke moved for 
a Mitigation, but to no Purpoſe, the, 
,, all ratitying and ae 
the Sentence with loud and repeate 
Acclamations. Moodburne in regard of 
his Ignorance and Poverty, was diſ-“ 
 miſs'd with a Reprimand; and his own 
Recognizance taken for his better Beha- 
viour tor the Future, 


During 
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During theſe Proceedings, I got ſome 
ſmall receſs, and had very comfortably 
refreſhed my ſelf, and learn'd ſun- 
dry Things relating to the Situation 
of the Place, Cuſtoms, Manners, 
&c. of the Inhabitants, and in parti- 
cular of the Temper and Diſpoſition 
of our Gzand waſter, before whom 
(I was informed) I. ſhould be carried in 
a few Days for the Satisfaction of his 
Curioſity, but the Noiſe and Hurry, 
which the Throng at my Quarters had 
occaſioned, having reached his Ears : I 
was told he was confounded uneaſy 
thereat, grew jealous, end delared he 
thought himſelf unſafe, while ſuch a 
Fellow as my ſelf was in his Charge, 
and had fent ſtrict Orders to all his 
Turnkeys and their Aſſiſtants, to double 
their Diligence, and to be extream care- 
ful when they lockt up, 
All on a ſudden there was a horridOut- 
ry and Complaint, of a Stench of Geneva, 
Fr fomuch, that we were all in fear of being 
ſuffocated ; and it was pleaſant enough to 
ſee the D—lls and others running about, 
holding their Noſes, and ſtopping their 
Mouths. Enquiry being made from 
r f whence 
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whence all this ſhould proceed, it was 
found that ſeveral Female Hawkers or 
News-Cryers, had at that Inſtant dropt 
down. amongſt us, from the famous 
Brandy-Shop near the Oze-Tur in the 
Strand. A Jury was impannelPd, who 
brought in their Verdict Felo de ſe, they 
having turn'd up their Mhites in an ex- 
ceſs of Drinking 

A very raw and unexperienced D—// 
refugd ro receive the Verdict, ſaying, he 
was ſure they were with Child, as ap- 
pear'd by their Bulkineſs about the 
Waſtes ; upon which the Fore-man or- 
der'd them to be ſearch'd when there 
were found upon them many Bundles 
of P——k rs and Heath t's 
Halfpenny-Poſts, Bluestins and my own 
Dying Speeches, and ſeveral other Grub- 
ſtreet Papers tuckt up in their blue A- 
prons. The People were all order'd 
away to Lucifer”s Privy, till they had 
recover'd their Senſes ; and one of the 
Dy——g Sp——ch Papers, was order'd 
to be tranſlated into Engliſh and Com- 
mon Senſe for his Highneſs*s Peruſali

By this time the Preſtan and Dam: 
Hain Clubs were come to viſit me, and 
carefully enquir'd after. my Principles

in that manner : But for all this, rhere 
was no quieting their Clacks, Mrs. Wiſe- 
bourne roaring out ſtill, that i: was now 
come Home to me for diſturbing her Dam- 
ſels ſo often as 1 did, when ſhe was my 
oppoſite Neighbour, Mrs. Boyle alſo re- 
proach'd me, for diſturbing her at her 
Stand at the Bumper-Tavern Door: But 
before they could go away they relented, 
and ordered me half a Gallon of S:rike fire 
for my Refreſhment. 
Two Soul hunters were come with ex- 
preſs Orders from Lucifer, for wy A- 
partments to be clear'd in an Inſtant, 
of all Perſons whatſoever, his High- 
neſs attended by five Popes and fitty 
Cardinals, &c. being on his way to vilit 
me.

Next 
inquired, if 1 had not kept a Journal 
of my Proceedings above, I told him J 
had not, and that T muſt refer to my 
Memory for any farther Particulars his 
Highneſs ſhould be pleaſed to demand 
of me, but that I have left a Narrative 
with my Executor. His Highneſs ſeem'd 
to be well-pleas'd, and order'd me a 
Tun of Plague. Water for my Weeks Al- 
lowance, and then deparred ; leaving 
ſtrict Orders for them to take Care of 
me, and that Proclamation ſhould be 
immediately made throughout his Do- 
minions, of the Capital Thieves of the 
four Great Nations, which was accord- 
ingly done by Sound of Trumpet, as 
follows, vie.
